as a rural police inspeoteur, i.e. I had no influence ou any 
official duty of the police, f'he job was to taka 6 months 
dnd 1 waa permitted to coainue my activities as managing - 
•director of the firm all the time, which I did until the 
Soviets marched into Hungary. 

On 20 January 1945 X was appointed Police Inspeoteur and 
Polioe brigadier general. 

On 1 April 1 '45, I, together with polioe and their fami lies 
was evacuated to Lower Bavaria (GANGK0F1N near BOGSSTEIDEN) .

It was eypected that the Assuranoe and authorisation would arrive 
in Frankfurt the end of November last, but till 9 January 1950 no 
word has bean forwarded by the Commission, whioh Is the reason for 
this inquiry. 

My wife and I are personally acquainted with the Hodosy 
family for the last thirty years in all, and have been in corres- 
pondence with them in a desultory way, except for the War Years. 
Therefore, if any information as regards this family is desired, 
the both of us are well qualified to furnish such. During the pe- 
riod 4 March 1945 and 24 September 1946, I was the ff'S Naval Member 
of the Allied Control Comisaion for Hungary looated in Budapest, and 
I inquired into their conduct during the War Years and am- satisfied 
that such was correct as could be exeroised under the difficult

SAOTOBD asked him to 
do intelligence work. The final agreement was made on 9 
January 1948 with Capt. AIXBN; at this oooasion/ 5 other 
members of the organization were present. Subject was 
appointed leader of a group of 50 persons which was missioned 
to" do positive intelligence in the economic, military and 
politioal field in Hungary {via Austria, Czechoslovakia and 
Jugoslavia). It was agreed that he be supplied with . 
financial means, documentation and 2 pasenger c-'.rs and 
economic cover through a firm in MUNICH, or vicinity. 

2. Subject was not given any intelligence training 
by our organization.
